We are sorry, very sorry, that 
we can not get out a handsome holiday 
edition. Still we rejoice that we can 
appear at all, and that we can extend a 
hard times greeting. It will be none 
the less hearty, and we trust it will be 
received in the spirit in which it is 
given.

More than 
one thousand new subscribers have been 
added to the list, and a line of solid ad- 
vertising, very largely eastern, has been 
obtained under yearly contracts. 

We find that by asystem of visitation 
as far as possible, and kindly and care- 
ful correspondence with pastors and 
elders and leaders in our various fields, 
the paper has been brought closer to the 
hearts of the Churches than ever before. 
This has been the aim of the manage- 
ment for a year and a half; as a conse- 
quence the flow of new subscriptions 
has steadily increased, so that the past 
month has shown more than any pre- 
ceding month.

Occident Sunday School. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON—JANUARY 
6, 1895. MARK vi:17—29. 


John the Baptist Beheaded. 


BY WARREN H. LANDON, D.D. 


Golden Text.—‘Fear not them which 
kill the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul.” Matt. x:28. 

Sometime after the death of John the 
Baptist, Herod heard of the “mighty 
works” which Christ was doing. His 
conscience was smiting him because of 
his wicked deed in putting John to 
death. He believed that this Jesus of 
whom he heard was none other than 
John risen from the dead. Others were 
of the opinion that Elias had come, or 
one of the prophets. But Herod said 


emphatically, “It is John whom I be- 


headed; he is risen from the dead.”’ 

In connection with these surmises 
concerning Christ, Mark gives a full and 
vivid account of John’s death and of the 
immediate causes which led toit. Let 
us now consider some of the salient 
points of the lesson. 

1. The fearless rebuke. (Vs. 17-18.) 


~The Herod spoken of here was Herod 


Antipas who became tetrarch of Galilee 


after the death of his father, Herod the © 


Great. He had put away his own wife, 
the daughter of King Aretas, and had 
taken Herodias, the wife of his brother 
Philip, who was still living. She was 
not only another man’s wife but was 


also the niece of both Antipas and 
Philip, being the grand-daughter of 


Herod the Great, the daughter of Aris- 
tophelus. When John met Herod, he 
fearlessly told him that it was unlawful 
for him thus to live with this woman. 


‘And for this straight preaching Herod 


arrested and imprisoned him. | 

2. Herodias’ anger. (Vs. 1g.) Prob- 
ably.she did not condescend to have any 
words with John. She rather cherished 
an inward grudge against him, and 
awaited a convenient time for revenge. 
“A good woman is superior to a man in 
goodness. A wicked woman is worse 
than a man in wickedness. The bad 
women of the Bible, Jezebel, Athaliah 
and Herodias, are very bad.” There is 
an old tradition that this wicked woman 
upon receiving the head of John the

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Baptist drew forth the still warm tongue 
that had rebuked her wickedness and 
transfixed it with her bodkin. 

3. John’s influence over Herod, v. 20. 
We might have expected to read that 
John, being in prison, was afraid of 
Herod. But the reverse was true. 
Herod feared John. The wicked man 
feared the just and the holy. Herod 
“observed John,that is, he watched over 
him and saved hin’ from Herodias for a 
time. He probably heard him preach 
in the castle at different times, and he 
heard him gladly. Sinner though he 
was,he liked to hear this man preach re- 
pentance. And “he did many things.”’ 
But he did not come into the kingdom 
of God. It is not enough to enjoy a 
bold preacher’s preaching, not enough 


even to be moved by it. It is not 


enough to make good resolutions on 
New Year’s day, or evento “do many 
things” that one has neglected. The 
sinner, “out of a true sense of his sin, 
and apprehension of the mercy of God 
in Christ, must, with grief and hatred of 
his sin, turn from it unto God, with full 
purpose of, and endeavor after new 
obedience.” Thisis repentance unto 
life. The Revised Version reads ‘was 
much perplexed”’ instead of ‘‘did many 
things,” though it adds in a note that 
many ancient authorities read ‘did 
many things.’ Both readings are rea- 
sonable. He was perplexed, hesitated 
whether to give up the old life or not. 
He compromised with his conscience 
and “did many things.” Some think 
Herod came very near the kingdom of 
God at this time, but he delayed to 
take the necessary step. Then came 
the dangers that always attend upon 
delay. Then came the temptation of 
the feast, the snares that Herodias laid 


for'him, and the foolish oath. Tempta- 


tions usually multiply if one hesitates, 
delays fully to surrender himself when 
his heart is touched and he hears clearly 
the call of God. 

4. Herodias’ opportunity (Vs. 21-26). 
She had been waiting for a convenient 
day, an opportune time, and at length it 
came. At the birthday feast recorded 
here Herodias’ daughter came in and 
delighted Herod with her dancing. 
This was the daughter of Herodias by 
her former husband, Philip. Herod in 
the excitement of the hour foolishly 
vowed that he would give her anything 
she asked. Great was his astonishment 
and sadness at her bloody request. It 
is always better to break a foolish, has- 
tily uttered oath than to commit a great 
crime. But Herod was always a cow- 
ard. He feared the courtiers around 
him, and therefore granted the request.

5. John beheaded (Vs. 27-28). The 
executioner went on his errand. The 
wicked deed was done. We may think 
John had a poor reward for his fearless- 
ness. It were indeed a poor reward if 
this life were all. But his reward was 
great in heaven. History also has re- 
warded him. Nearly two thousand 
years after his death we speak of him 
with admiration while we name Herod 
and Herodias with equal detestation. 

6. The burial (V. 29). The account is 


very brief. But wecan almost see those 
loving disciples with great grief bearing 


the headless body away to the tomb. 


. Matthew tells us (xiv: 12) what those 


disciples did next. They “went and 
told Jesus.’’ It is the privilege of all to 
go and tell their sorrows to Jesus. It is 
the first thing to be done when sorrow 
comes.
